World War. 
The condemnation came a few 
hours after Gen. Joachim Von Rib- 
bentrop, special 
ampassador 
of 
Hitler, had stood before the mem- 
bers and argued that the German 
course of action In the Rhineland 
had been 
justified by France's 


military assistance pact -with Sov- 
iet Russia. 
It was the first time in more 
than two years that a representa- 
tive of Germany had spoken In 
the League of Nations, for Hitler 
withdrew the Reich from the In- 
ternational body In 1933 on the 
grounds that she was not being 
treated as an equal, but as a con- 
quered nation. 
There was one vote cast oppos- 


ed to the condemnation, but that 
was by Germany and, consequent- 
ly, was not counted in the unan- 
imous verdict. Neither were the 
votes by Belgium and France, the 
other two parties to the dispute, 
considered. 
The ballot.was taken on a reso- 
lution proposed by France and 
Belgium. 
Immediately after the vote was 
taken, Von Ribbentrop arose in 
his place at the horseshoe council 
table and, in the name of the Ger- 
man people and the German gov- 
ernment declared: 
"This resolution 
will 
not 
be 


maintained in the judgment of 
history. If the honorable members 
had had more time to consider 
my statement this morning, the 
vote would have been different."

to encourage any 


states to continue to shirk. The 
federal government cannot main- 
tain relief for unemployables In 
any state. 


"The federal government, then, 


faces the responsibility of con- 
tinuing to provide work for the 
needy unemployed who cannot be 
taken care of by state and local 
funds."

Mr. Willman said milk Is pas- 
teurized by heating It to a high 
temperature soon after milking, 
keeping that temperature 30 min- 
utes, and then cooling quickly. He 
said this method kills most of the 
germs, and yet. does not harm the 
food value or the flavor of the 
milk.

BINDER'S ERROR IS 
IT FATAL TO MM 


CRIMINALSTATUTES 


COURT RULES MISTAKE OB- 
VIOUSLY INADVERTENT AND 
DID NOT REFLECT INTENT 


AUSTIN, March 18.— 


—The Court of Criminal 
Appeals today ruled that a 
binder's error in assembling 
the official copy of the 1925 
Texas Criminal Code did 
not invalidate about 150 
articles. 


The Binder dropped a. complete 


folio in the cofcy signed by the 
governor and 
filed In the state 
archives. 


The decision was in the case of 


T, J. Copeland, penitentiary inmate 
convicted under one of the "lost 
laws." The appeals court affirmed 
a judgment of the Huntsvllle dis- 
trict court denying him freedom on 
a writ of habeas corpus. 


The court, in 
an 
opinion by 


Judge George E, Christian of the 
commission of appeals, said it was 
obvious the mistake was inadvert- 
ent and that the enrolled bill did 
not reflect the intent of the legis- 
lature. 


"It is obvious that the offenses 


of Incest and bigamy and other of- 
fenses Hated in the index to the 
enrolled (official) bill, but not de- 
fined therein, were omitted inad- 
vertently, that is, by accident or 
mistake, and that it was not the 
intention of the legislature to re- 
peal such omitted 'offenses as are 
shown in the index to said en- 
rolled bill and as were defined in 
the penal code of 1911 and subse- 
quent 
enactments," 
the 
opinion 
stated- 


Convicted of Incest 


Copeland was convicted of incest 


at Seymour and was sentenced to 
two years. 


Judge Christian overruled con- 


tentions of 
Copeland's 
attorney 


that a section of the codification 
stating that all laws not included 
were intentionally omitted did not 
control. 


"This is an exceptional ca.ee In 


which 
the 
situation 
presented 


manifests that the repealing clause 
was directed at statutes which had 
been Intentionally omitted by the 
coiffiers and the legislature, and 
not at the offenses shown by the 
enrolled bill to have been 'inad- 
vertently omitted by accident of 
mistake," the opinion stated. 


"A clause In a statute purport- 


ing to repeal other statute* is sub- 
ject to the same rule of interpreta- 
tion as other enactments and the 
intent must prevail over th* literal 
Interpretation. 


Not Legislative Intent 


"To impute to the legislature the 


Intent to repeal the statutes de- 
fining incest, bigamy, seduction arid 
adultery Is to lay at its door the 
charge of ignoring the moral sense 
of the people of this state and 
striking down some of the strong- 
est safeguards of the home. That 
such was not the legislative intent 
is apparent from the enrolled bill. 


"We hold that the omitted sta- 


tutes, as embodied In the penal 
code of 1911 and subsequent enact- 
ments have not been repealed." 


The error in binding was dis- 


covered in January when a" research 
worker for a law book publishing 
company checked 
the 
archives. 


The codification was ordered by 
the legislature and made by a spe- 
cial commission. 
Out of several 


thousand copies printed error was 
discovered only in the official copy 
filed in the archives. 


Attorney General William Mc- 


Craw said the decision ended the 


litigation as Rep. A. T. McKinney 
of Huntsville, attorney for Cope- 
land, would not^eek a rehearing.

H. Eudaly, extension service dairy- 
man. The successful experiments 
have been carried on at the farm 
of L. W. Worsham, Goliad coun- 
ty, and at the Texas Agrleultur- 


'k< al Experiment Statlor at College 
c' •* Station. Trench silos for storing 
both heads and stalks of grain 
sorghums have been used for a 
number of years, but this Is the 
first time that heads alone have 


- been stored In a trench silo. 
In the fall, Mr. Worsham had 


a late feed crop of 150 acres 
of hegarl which It was impossible 
for him to save in the usual way, 
because 
the weather was very 


rainy and the hegarl could not 
be dried In the field. Under Eu- 
-daly's direction, he cut 200 tons 


/ of heads and stored them In two. 


* i trench* silos, 100 tons in 
each, 
packing in the heads and covering 
them with water". Then two feet 
of dirt was put or top. 
When 
the trenflh was uncovered, It was 
found that the heads had kept

perfectly. 
Worsham has nearly emptied 


one trench In feeding 206 head 
of hogs, 100 sheep, 5 horses and 


, mules, and 50 turkeys. The maize 


heads are soft and can be eaten 


' by the animals .just as 
taken

ground. 
"This plan eliminates ths dan- 


ger of loss irom rats and wee- 
vils," Eudaly said.

The French statesman jumped 
to his feet and declared that any 
time Germany wished, France was 
willing to submit the dispute over 
the Locarno pact and the Rhine- 
land to the World Court of Justice 
at the Hague. 
Two American nations abstain- 


ed from participation in the aval- 
anche of votes against Germany. 
They were Chile, whose represen- 
tative did not vote, and Ecua- 
dor, whose representative was ab- 
sent. 
Those who voted against Ger- 
many were Argentina, Belgium, 
Great Britain, Denmark, France, 
Italy, Poland, Portugal, Rumania, 
Spain, Turkey, and Russia. 
Von Ribbentrop 
had 
pleaded, 


before the council went in to vote, 
that the delegates take a little 
more time to consider Germany s 
stand. 
He declared that Germany had 
been "forced" to denounce 
the 
Locarno pact. A ranging of 275,- 
000,000 peoplet against the Ger- 
mans, 
by 
the 
Franco-Soviet 
mutual assistance pact, directed 
'only 
against 
Germany," 
Von 
Ribbentrop 
asserted, 
caused 
the Reich to occupy the Rhine- 
land in violation of the Locarno 
pact and Versailles treaty. 
"We have been forced to do 


what we did March 7," Hitler's 
envoy said emphatically, and Ger- 
many never would have signed 
the Locarno pact had it been 
aware of the "doubtful moments" 
to follow.

"If Germany had known 
the 


true facts, she would not have 
signed it," he insisted. "No na- 
tion pointed out how this treaty 
was going to be misused." 
Sketching the history of the 
pact which Germany broke by its 
occupation of the Rhineland, von 
Ribbentrop asserted the demilitar- 
ization clause was a one-sided ob- 
ligation, affecting only the Reich.

tional relief agency, the American 
Red Cross, for food, clothing, shel- 
ter and medicinal care. 
"To enable the Red Cross to 


meet this Immediate obligation and 
to continue to carry the burden 
of caring for these 
unfortunate 


men, 
women and children, until 
their homes are restored 
and 


they can return to normal living 
conditions, it is necessary that a 
minimum relief fund of three mil- 
Ion dollars be raised as promptly 
as possible.

The more 
you beat the finer and lighter the 
cream, and if you follow these di- 
rections there is no possibility of 
going wrong. 
Variations are endless. For mas- 
eage and nourishing, use almond 
oil instead of mineral. As this costs 
from 17 to 25 cents an ounce it will 
make your cream slightly more ex- 
pensive. Nevertheless, you get sev- 
eral jars of the finest cream rough 
ly fifteen dolla-rs1 worth for about 
two.

to the hair, and not necessarily to 
ffivo glint or to lighten the shades 
that are natural. You will be able 
to give a slightly darker shade to 
your light coloring very easily with 
one of these, as they come for all 
colors and shades, even to tinting 
for black when that color of hair 
has been a bit faded.
